FARM WOODLOTS 


Rapid Increase In Value 
Timber Scarcity 

With tho Increasing inaccessibility 
of the forests and the consequent 
high price of wood, the small wooded 
areas common on tho farms of east+ 


Through 


ern Canada are also increasing in 
economic value, They frequently 
occupy soils unfitted for agrfeulture 


and with a little care can be made to 
furnish the farmer with a. continuous 
Tevenue in fuel, fence-posts, rails, 
poles and structural timber. 

Unfortunately these wood-lots are 
frequently allowed to deteriorate 
through carelessness or lack of know- 
ledge on the part of the farmer. He 
takes great care to farm his agricul-|, 
tural lands to the best advantage, but 
often fails to realize that by farming 
his wood-lot with the same care, he 
could get oe same increase in produc- 
tiveness, Cattle and weeds are not 
permitted In a wheat-fleld, yet in the 
woodlot the cattle range at will, and 
instead of removing the weed-trees the 
farmer allows these to increage in 
humber, removing only the trees best 
suited to his purpose. 

To save the farmer fre. himself, 
the Dominion Government has ap- 
pointed a technical forester with head- 
quarters at the Forestry Branch, Ot- 
tawa, whose principal duty is to aus- 
wer all inquiries, and give free advice 
on these matters. If necessary, ar- 
rangements can be made for a person- 
al inspection of woodland properties 
by this expert. No conditions are 
imposed on the owner of the wood- 
land, it being assumed that he who is 
anxious for advice will accept it when 
given,

the local market, shows how to im- 
prove the character of the crop and 
its rate of growth by proper thinnings, 
and, if desired, gives advice re garding |

fied witb great difficulty by cultivation, 
drainage and the addition of orgavie 
niatter, Congenial soll and esposure 
are therefore Important considerations, 
‘The plants vot only thrive better on 
Nght solls, but the erop is more abun- 
dant, and the berries ure larger and

Horticultural varieties of strawber- 
ries occur with Imperfect (or pistillate) 
flowers as well as with perfect fow- 
ers (those containing both stamens and 
pistils), It is important that the plant- 
er give careful attention to this point 
in making his plantation, as a patch 
made up of pistillate sorts alone will 
be unproductive, while many. such 
sorts when properly interspersed with 
perfect flowered varieties have proved 
to be our largest fruited sorts and most 
prolific bearers. ‘There is no way of 
distinguishing the perfect from the 
imperfect plants when not fp bloom, 

When to Set the Plants. 

There fre several considerations 
which govern the time and manner of 
setting strawberry plants. The time 
to plant depends in humid regions more 
upon the rainfall than upon any other 
factor, If there are not timely rains 
the planting seasun to give the 
Plants an opportunity to establish 
themselves the stand will be uneven, 


| with the resnit that more work will be 


required to keep the tand free from 
weeds and more trouble will be neces- 
sary to get the blank spaces occupied 
by runners from the plants that sur- 
vive. The plants that withstand the 
drovgbt are checked and dwarfed, 
They seldom recover so as to make 
either satisfactory croppers or plant 
producers. It is most satisfactory and 
most economical, therefore, 10 choose 
that season which offers most advan- 
tages at planting time, other things be- 
ing equal Ip general there are only 


} two sensons fur plauting-spring and 


fall—but lo some lovalities spring pinnt- 
ing should be done in April or May by 
the use of the preceding seuson’s 
plants, while in others It may be dove 
in June from the crop of runners of 
the same season, 

In irrigated regions planting can be 
done at whatever season the work will 
give best resuits tn foture crop pro- 
duction, In bomid regions rainfall is 
a determining factor. In the northern 
half of the prairie region west of the 
Mississipp! spring planting gives best 
results. In the middle Atlantic states 
the work is divided between spring 
nnd August planting, with the balance 
in favor of the latter in some lovatt- 
tes.
